Tur Supetiority of the preſent Edition will beſt appea from à Compariſon 
of it with the laſt rafts = a z which, tho' Publiſhed (as ſet Werth in the 
Title Page) by. Authority, is in Fact very imperfect, and replete with Errors: 
The Printer having uſed no other Copy of the Laws, made before the Year 
1719, than that of Bradford's Edition, Which was Publiſhed without any 
Authority; and conſequently hath adopted; as may appear in ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces, the Blunders of that Edition: W ich, tonethir with its own Miſtakes, 
make up a. conſiderable Number. The . preſent Edition cannot, by an

References to the Books wherein they are reſpectively Recorded; and the 

numerous Notes on ſuch as have Relation to the legal Conſtitution of Pro- 
perties of the Inhabitants, may claim a favourable Acceptance, as the ſame 
may conduce to throw a ſtronger Light on ſeveral Points which Have ocgaſi- 
onally been controverted among us; ſome of Which have received, a final 
Determination before the King in Council, tho not fo generally known, and 
thoſe, which as yet remain fubjea to Doubt or Debate, may perhaps from 
hence be more clearly underſtood ;, and ſuch Gentlemen as deſire a more ac- 
curate View of the ſeveral Steps and Gradations by which our Laws have 
been conducted to their. preſent State, with the ſeveral Alterations; Defalca-

Tun Difficulties which occurred in executing this Part of the Work, with 
any-tolerable Degree of Exactneſs, were great and diſcouraging, and in ſome 
Caſes almoſt unſurmountable; occaſioned by the Defects of the Public Re- 
cords, which are partly owing to the ſeveral Turns and Revolutions in Go- 
vernment, partly to Accident, and partly to Neglect. 


In February 1644, a Rebellion broke out, at the Head of which r= 
ed © Capt. Richard Ingle, who not only forced the Hon“ Leonard Cheese, 
Eſq; Brother to the Lord Cæcilius, and then his Lieutenant General here, to fly 
for Protection and Aid into Virginia, but alſo ſeized the Records, together 
with the Great Seal; nor was the Government compleatly re-eſtabliſhed till 
the latter End of the Vear 1646, or Beginning of 1647. The Great Seal 
was never found, ſo that it was neceſſary. to eſtabliſh a new One (the fame 

which is in Uſe at preſent) which was accordingly ſent in, under his Lord. 
iss Commiſſion for that Purpoſe, dated from Bath the 120 of Auguft 1648. 
And , moſt of the Records were then loſt or embezzled, which occaſions 
many Chaſms in the Public Proceedings of the Province down to the Year

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Tur Troubles ſubfiſting betweeh the King and Parliament, which like 4 
* furious Inundation had over-run the Mother Country, could not fail to affect 
her diſtant Sons with the Agitation of the contending Waves; whoſe 
violent and repeated Shocks were ſeverely felt in every Part of this hapleſs 
Infant Colony. For tho' Lord Baltimore's Governors continued to act under 
his Commmiſſion, after the Province was firſt reduced under the Dominion of 
the Common Wealth in June 1652, until the Government was wholly ſeized 
into the Hands of the Protector on the 22 Fuly 1654, yet the Bickerings 


were ſmart and frequent till t came to an open Rupture, which ended not 
without Bloodſhed, the two Parties coming to a deciſive Engagement, in 
which Governor Stone being worſted, was taken Priſoner, and by the Victors 
condemned to be Shot : But the Sentence was not executed, by Reaſon of the 
Real of their own Soldiers to perform it; to moſt of whom, tho' oppoſite 
Mrty, Mr. Stone had endeared himſelf by many Acts of Benevolence and 
impartial Juſtice in the Exerciſe of his delegated Powers. His Execution 
was therefore reſpited to prevent a Mutiny among the Forces which had 
vanquiſhed him, Who from Enemies were now become his warmeſt Advo- 
cates ; and he. continued a long Time under a ſtrict and rigorous Confine- 
ment. In this Situation Matters remained till the 24 March 165, when 
the Government was delivered by Oliver's Commiſſioners, upon certain Ar- 
ticles previouſly ſettled, into the Hands of J Fendall, Eſq; ap ointed his 
Lordſhip's Lieutenant General here, by Commiſſion dated the 18* November ; 
1657. It is more than probable that many Records were loſt or deſtroyed in 
this unſettled Period ; as, in Fact, few Entries of Public Tranſactions appear 
on the Books during the ſame. :

FRroM the foregoing ſhort View of the ſeveral Revolutions of Government 
in this Province, and the ſeveral Periods in which they happened, we may 
eaſily Account for the Acrimony of Stile with which the Right Hon“ Lords 
and Proprietaries have been treated in the Preambles to ſome particular Acts; 
the uſual Effect of national Diviſions, and conteſt of Parties ſtruggling for 
Superiority. In all which Caſes, tho for wiſe and poimical Motives, the 
Powers of Government were withdrawn, yet the ſtricteſt Regard was always 
had to the Real Eſtates and Properties of their Lordſhips,, which were, in 


more. Inſtances than one, attacked with the n Zeal of Party Re- 


ſentment: The Proprietaries having never forfeited thoſe private Rights by 
any Act of Diſloyalty, or illegal Reſiſtance to the eſtabliſhed Power.
